For if we looke abroad, we finde it but ſtra- 
gling up and downe in France anFermay, and in ſuch places onely as 
acknowledge little or none at all of Kingly power ; ſo that Scotland is the 
onely viſible Kingome where this Peſt is Epidemicall, and ic was ( firſt ) 
Scotch Charity to Baptize it as Chriſtian , into the name and priviledge 
” of a Nationall Forme, This was done during the minority of King Fames, 
when Gatos and Clergje ruling all as they liſted, at length parted ſtakes 
(thougti the Clergie then got, and ſtill hold the better ) that when He 
came to age, he founl the Fable of [xion's Juno moralized upon himſelf; 
for as he inſtead of a Goddefſe imbraced a Cloud ; ſo the King , when he 
thought to graſp his Scepter , laid hold on a Maxacle , which kept his 
hands ſo faſt,during his abode there, that he could never At but when '

of this latter, which (like to the Rod of Aaron) is in ſuch'a budding, 


thriving condition, that it hath devoured the Rod of Moſes, as his 
the Magicians of Z7ypt, and proves a Scourge to the Magiftracis and 
People: This is a ſufficient "Inftance (being alſo the onely one in_ the 
World) to manifeft the Antipatbie betwixt a National! Presbytery , and 
the civi!l power of Comnan weales and Kingdoms, wherein whoſoever de. 
ſires farther ſarisfaftion , needs doe no mgre but take a ſtrift ſurvey of 
their owns Bookes of D{cipline. | 

Secondly,touching the Kings Frients [which are of ewo Sorts, vis. 
the Bifbops and their Cl-rgjie , rhe Cenrti:rs with the Gentry, | they muſt 
expe leffe from the Presbyter than the King himſcIfe may : For, as 
They would leave the King nothing but a name wichout Subfance , fo 
tacey will allow the Biſbops neicher Name nor S#5:arce, and inflave the 
Gzntry in their own Lardſbips by a new way of parichjall Tyranzie * For, 
if ſo be they conform? not;then they muſt expett in a ſhort time to ſee the 
meaneſt of their Tenans become th:ic Maſters injudicatare,and ſo what 
Solomon cals a great FYaitie ,, will be a Prime myſtery in this new Govern+ 
ment. 

Hence, then we may canclude, that the Kings Intereſts Iead him t&

Firſt , becauſe they are the 0n:1yMiends to Civil government in the 
Warld, Teaving it wholly in the hands of the Mayiftrate y pleading ex 
emption in nothing but their Churc>-way: Wheras the Presbyters claim not 
onely a diſtin power in Church- affcires| as you-miy read in that Branch 
of the Syods late confeſſion which ſpeakes of Church c2nſures ] but they 
borrow alſo ſo much from the Magiſtrate, as wi't ſnable them to compeN 
mens Conſci:nezs : And fo under this cauying Pretence , that the Map#- 
ſtrate is bound co ufe or lend his power.to ſapport their arbitrary confti= 
tntions [the Provfes whereof they Fiſh,aut of the Fudicials of Moſes, and 


ſome places of the Gop:!! miſapplyed in ſome of their Articles } lurkes | 


the great Myſtery of Iniquity ,. whereby They gaine a power even over 
the Magiſtrate himſelfe, who in this caſe muſt uſe the ſword (for conſcience

. Secondly 5 becaule it is eafie for the King: to mingle Tntereſts -with 
the Inlependents ,;;and oblige them with that which is denyed them” 
by the Presbyter , viz. Liberty of conſcience : | In which Particular be 
qught alſo to pretend great tendernefle , it being his owne cafe at pre- 
ſent to ſuffer by many prefling Importwnities , to take the Covenant , aid 
paſſe things ot high Importance wherein he is noc ſatisfied, the refu- 
{all whereof upon Scruple of Conſcience is the only cauſe of his no1-acceſſe 
to the Parliament. 

Thicdly,becauſe the Ind:perident Principles lead them to admit rather 
of Mozarc)y than any other Government, as b:ing that under which they 
preſume of greater Iflargements, than when M#t rule z who ate uſually 
moſt apt to gratifie a faction in the National! Church with accruments of 
worldly pomp and power, the better to ſupport their own in the State, 

. Fourth'y , Here 1s a doore of Hope opened this way for the Biſbops 
and their Clergie,with all that are for the Liturgie and thatGoyernment, 
Whereas, if Presbytri? take.place in a:Nationall mode, then there will be 
Form again their Form , and Policy againſt their Policie, which when ic ' 
ſhall be atually twiſted with that of the State , can never be removed 
without length oftime and extreme difficulty, Where obſerve by the 
way , how it was ever the grand myſtery which Satan ſet on work in the 
hearts cf thoſe who glory in that uſurped Title of Clergjz; firſt ro intro» 
duce a plauſtb'e, politique, prudentia!l way of Government in the Church, as 
the only pattern broxght out of 1be Mount 3 then to gain ic a ſure being and 
repute with men , thy were wont to take in ſome of the power of the 
World to countenance it , and force a Submitli »n therer5 by all, under 
the old pecions pretext of Drczncy , Conformity , and Order z and laſtly to 
make all faſt, the Cuſtome was to mingle Intereſts wich the State or the 
Prince | as the Biſhops lately did with our Kings , and the Presbyters doe 
now with {»me great Ones and the City | and fo their Fundamentalls be- 
ing once poys'd with the others, then whoſover ſhall preſume ro move 
the one , muſt ſhake the other; and preſently incurre the brand of ſedi. 
tious diſtueb:rs of. States and Kingdomes 3 Which hath been no meane- 
artifice of the Devill | in all times ] to uphold his Kingdom in the 
hearts of men, againſt the Kingdom of Cbrift, In this Particular the Bi- 

fbeps and Precbyters have been alike faulty; But if theſe have time to fap- 

plant the Biſhops [_ as they are in a fair way and over-att them atthetr 

awne game, They are left for ever withont remedy. But' . *

hat eurſed Principle of aniverſall ILL on, as well in opinion as pra: 
Riſe, fince there is a numerous ſort of people in the Ki pm , that will 
be (arisfied, without the old external be orm of Divceſa & Liturgiezit's 
car then, that Independents may help to Inſtate Them in that Forme a- 
gain, upon ſome viſible aſſurance, that them(elves ſhall be left at Liber= 
ty, rather then be trodden down, by a Mornivall [| or two ] of Tyrants 
|; no lefle monſtrous [ perhaps ] for 1ynorance, than pride | in every pa- 
rocbiall Inquiſition. 

The laſt Reaſon is., becauſe the Kings Union with this party may ſo 
abate the fury of the Presbiter, that (whether Peace or War enſue) thoſe 
of che Court, Councell, and Gentry excepted from pardon, and the reſt that 
have not yet Compounded, cannot continue long at this diſtance,without 
ſome, probable hope, That Humors altering , and by the mediation of 
ſome the reſt being brought to a more moderate temper,it may be no hard 
matter to reconcile al within the Limits of an AZ of Oblivion. 

And ſo for theſe Reaſons] conceive, we may bolaly affirme, That ſince the King 
bath zo bope of remedy from his Friends bere at home, - or abroad , bis true In- 
tereſt at preſent is by ſome meanes or other , to cloje with that Partie in this 
Kingdome which they call Independent.

| Þ mmery was no ſooner born at Geneva, but it was nurſt up here in 
England in the Wiſhes of many,as Heir apparent of Epiſcopacie, For it's 
uſuall ever in all wordly Church-reformations ( as well as thoſe of the 
State) to finde ſome men, eicher out of conſcience or envy , diſafteted to 
the ſettled Government : Out of Envy, when they miſſe of that Prefer- 


ter glory of Light and Purity beyond it , and therefore will not live 

y it, but beſide it, or above it; The truth whereof Experience hath told 

us in all the degrees of Reformation in this Kingdom , from Popery to Pre- 
lacie , from the Biſbop to the Presbyter : And I ſhall willingly. allow the 
Presbyters C who reckon themſelves for the od Puritans of England ) ſo 
much charity,as to think their diſaf:tion proceeded meerly from a con- 
ſcience well-informed , becauſe I obſerve now an Impreſſa of divine glory 
and excellency in many of their Prattiſes 3 But yet I would have them to 
know, that They are not yet come to Mount Zion , till they-be able to 
prove the Chaire of a generall Aſſembly the very Throne of Chriſt: And ex- 

' Cceptthey (hew all the lineaments of cheir Goverament derived natugaly 
from Scripture, it will fright mens Con{ciences and make Them diſclaim 

it for a monſter : For, the Dijcipline now contended for, is ( as was the 

| Bi- 


m:nt which they expeCed by a change ; out of conſcience, when they lee a . 
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- finement of the Find torments Nature with an Earth-quake , ſo. to _-_ 
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much it opens a far wider gap for Tyranny; becauſe if the Biſbops ma 
grone un 


come of us under almoſt 10000 Presbyteries, beſide the Torment of Claſ- 
ſes, Provincial Junto's Synods,and Aſſemblies? Were they able to prove one 
of them Scripturall, it were a little honeſter bandying againſt men of dif- 
ferentjudgement, but fince the continuation of that ridiculous Plea for a 
us Divinum with compulſive power , can gain nothing but hatred from 
the other parties,and muſt of neceſſity by diſobliging their friends in- 
creaſe the number of their enemies, and in time exaferate both ſo far , 
that nothing will ſatisfie but an abolicioty of the new Form as immode- 
Tate, and a EY the o!d, upon more affurance of liberty : T here« 
fore the onely Intereſt of the'Presbyters is to allow the Independents theic 
liberty of Church-way, to eſtezm them as Bretbren , and not to make dif- 
ference in circumſtantials , a nw for perſecution. And this I ſhall fur- 
ther illuſtrate by reaſon. Firſt, it's as much madneſſe to perſecate men, 
brcauſe they are not like us in pinion , as it were to quarrel{ with them 
when they reſemble us not, in outward complexion. For, fince we loſt 
perfe&tion in Adam, what ever knowledge we attain to now, is either mo- 
rall, by the improving of naturall indowments ; or elſe Divine , which 
is att influence fronr Heaven upon the Soul : For the former, we are be- 
holden mediatly to the bounty of Nature and our own Induſtry ; for the 
latter, immediatly to God. Therefore where we ſee any weaker in judge + 
ment then our ſelves, we ought to look upon them as deplorable , rather 
then damnable. Vain man ! What made the difference betwixe thee and 
thy weak Brother ? did not Free-grace 7 For , what beſt thow that thou didſt 
norreceive ? and God may reveal it to him alſo in due time. Secondly , the 
deſign of Conformity or Uniformity in the Church , hath been , and is the 
grand Cheat whereby the Devil makes men run a madding ; and though 
Kever pretend a plauſible end of Cementing the State againſt Diviſion , 
yet pull offits Viſard , and you hall finde ic to be both the Mother and 
Nurſe of all Diviſion ( as it ever was) throughour all Europe in matters 
of Religion : The witchcrafts of this Jezebel [ic is] that trouble our 7 
rael, For,it is againſt common ſenſe and reaſon to expe&,thatever men 
will be one in opinion ( the Heathen ſaid , Quot Capita, tot Senſws, ) fo 
that thoſe which endeavour it ſeem to meas it they meant to impri/oa 
Alu and all his Sons | the 32 winds] in a Bag (as it is faid'of the Lapland- 
ers) ſince Opinion blows from every point of the Compaſſe: And as a cone

Z*he Soul of its Freedom ( which is far more agile and diffuſive) muſt 
needs cauſea Colick (with inflammation) in the bowels of a Kingdoms 
And therefore till Uniformityemongers be pointed at as the only Enemies 
of a State, and this wicked perſwaſion be wrought eut of the hearts of 
men , that they ought to make all men walk that way par force which 
their Prieſts cry up tor the right ; till men beleſſe in the Letter that:the 
may be one in the Spirit (which none bur the Spirituell can apprehend 
and untill they leave crying, Fire from Heaven againſt Bretbren in the 
Faith, we ſhall alwayes have the Kingdom in a Flame, and ( perhaps ) 
themſelves may be the firſt in Afes, Thirdly , men under oppreſſion 
( though ſometime wiſe enough ) become mad, and uſually trample 
down all Relations to make way for a deliverer , that gives hope of the 
leaſt remedy , and as the condition of B: ing alters , ſo all men do vary 
their Intereſts, and Principles. Fourthly , if a rigid courſe ſhould be 
proſecuted, and ſo a Breach be made betwixt thoſe who ( for the major 
part) are one by Solzmn Covenant, the Independent baving that invincible 
Plea of Se defendendo on his fide, the whole Scandall will retort upon the 
Presbyter : And ifit be objeted that the 7ndependent occafions-the Breach, 
by oppoſing the Letter of the Covenant for an wiiform Reformation, 1 
anſwer, that the Covenant in its extent hath this «/timate Limitation , 
viz. according to'the Word of God : No otherwiſe ; The whole reſolves in- 
to that, as being all in all. And then, if both Parties be reduced to 
that Rule, let God and good men judge (for the World cannot) whoſe 
will be the Breach. Laſtly, a Moderate Condeſcention in the Presbyter 
will by keeping the other from extremes ſtop all new defigns,and when 
there is more of the Spirit of Love in their proceedings,they will draw 
lefſe of Enmity. Ic will tor ever confirm a Brotherly Union , which 
muſt prevent the forenamed Infinuations of the Royall and Epiſcopall 
Party, and prove a Bulwark within, and a Wall of Brafle about the 
Nation. From whence I once again infer, the ſole Intereſt of the Pre- 
sbyters is, to counter-work the King in his Intereſt , as their grand op 
polite, by complying with thg Independent, and it ought to be their 
wiſdom to look ypon all men and Counſells in their own Party, 
{ whether of the Purple or Sable robe | that Thunder in the behalf of a 
rigid Presbytery, as very Malignants, Iurking among them under pre- 
tence of a Reformatiot to draw in the lefſe wiſe and more worldly fiery

higher Srr«5x,than to admir of humane prudence in Charch-Govers- 
ment, her Principles ſtand indifferent towards either of ther, as may ſerve 
moſt for her ewne advantage. Both the other rakein ſome of the wi/tdeme, 
and much ofthe powey of the world, and ſo ſhare with the Kingdower of 
the world,to make up a Cherch, whereby they draw the world atter them, 
becanſe the way is ſo ſutable to worldly reaſon ; thus carnal men will ever 
be for 2 carnal Church : But Independents affirme the Charch ought to be a 
Sirituall building, framed of fuch /ively tones as are not of the world,nor of 
the wiſedome of the Yor/d,but founded only upon the wiſedome of God, re- 
vealed m the word by his Spirse,which they eſtceme ſufficient ro confticure 
and maintain a Chxrch, withour any aſliſtance from the Kingdomes of the 
world, whoſe power they leave entire unto themſclves. 

The Summ is this : both Bz/hops and Precbyters by their Church-policy, 
ſtand Compericors with the Aagiſtrate,and Independents leave all to him, 
fave only che Kingdom of Chriſt, which(it you will cake kis own word) is not 
of this wor {d,and {o can be no trouble to it, unleſs H# be firſt troubled by it. 

By this deſcription then it appears, that the Government contended for by 
the other rwo is but meer Policic : and fince their Polirichs render them ut- 
rerly irreconcileable, /rdependencie (which owns no Policie ) es the 
ballancimg power berwixt them: And as it behoves either of the ewo,to [trive 
to weigh down the other, by a timely Cloſe with 7:, So the only Intereſt of 
Independency is to embrace that party where an #xion procures molt /ndwl- 
gence and little or no ſcands/;which I conceive may be expected rather from 
the Royall Epiſcopall party,then the other,upon thelgfollowing Grownas. 

Fickt, Though principles of Faith ſhould ſway the Presbyters,to brother -

Secondly,thbugh B:/hops ſtand at a great diſtance ; Yet _ aſtde that 
groſſe mixture of Ceyemayies) their diſcipline were far more tolerable,not- 
withſtanding tif had. power to exerciſe 1t ro the urmoſt with compulſion, 


becauſe Tytanny cannot be fo great ia the hands of few, as many, So that if 
hereafter ( incaſe Presbyrery be ſerled)our former plagues be nota thouſand 
times trebled upon us, we mult acknowledge our yon freedom,only to 
the comrteſie and grodnes of our T as kmaſters : But if corrupt times come on 
[as who can aſſure us they will not, fince the old m ery of yaley is now in 
the world under a new Forme ; ] What then will ecome of our poſterity, 
When the yoake ſhall be faſtned co our necks by an AF of Parliament ? 

Thirdly, though the E Piſcapal are enemies to both Presbyrers and Inde- 
dents, yet conſidering theſe have been extream civill in uſing cheir victo- 
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ics, and may now moſt oblige them in their /2weſt condition :-and it being 
poſſible chac both their jnterelts tnay ſtand together( with dz/cretion)entire, 
then if Biſhops quit the exorbitant comprlſive power, and the King 
give aſſarance againlt ir for /iberty of Conſcience, the enmity betwixt him 
and the 1:depend-nt may be ſoon extinguiſhed, 

Fourthly, there can beno ſcandall co the Izdepend-nt, by ſuch an «250n of 


the grounds of Scaadall are necellitated. And therefore that the Scandal 
may clcarely reporc upon Presbyter ( as I proved before it muſt) the Inde- 
pendent 043ht not to adinit of a Breach till che Red Dragon. begin to play 
Rex, till the hore preparcs to dye her Scarlet a new,and the pale Horſe of 
impriſonment and exile thrcaten a Range about the Screets. 

Laſtly, though ths diſcovery of /ntereſt.tnay ſeem to.portend ruine to the 
Parliament, yer itis far otherwiſe : For Independents ought not to looke 
upon it ſo, as conegleR chem in whoſe priviledges and (atery all Liberty is 
involved : Buc with all cenderneſl> to have regard unto them, as the onely 
Rampire againſt all kinds of 7'yranny, ſince all procecdings thence againlt 
them as Hereticks and Schi/maricks &c. are actuated only by-ſome parct- 
cular men, whoſe defiznes being laid i» the darke, Time alone mult diſcover : 
Bur that which will crowne Independent Intereſt[|and which is indeed true
